Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agents were ordered to 
develop a nelwor ; 01 in- 

formants to infiltrate the 
black movement in Phila- 
delphia, according to purport- 
ed copies of files stolen from 
the FBI's Media, Pa., office. t 
’ Among the copies was a 
1968 memorandum from Joe 
D. Jamieson, special agent in 
charge of the Philadelphia 
FBI office, calling for racial 
informants to be recruited in 
the black community. “In this 
way, M said Jamieson, “it may 
be possible to forestall a 
jriot.” 

1 The memorandum was 
among files allegedly stolen 
•on March 8 from the Media 
office by a group which calls 
itself the “Citizens’ Commis- 
sion to Investigate the FBI.” 
Packet Mailed in N.Y. 

Copies of the stolen docu’^ 
menls said a covering letter, 
have been sent to “people in 
public life who have demon- 
strated integrity, courage and 
commitment to democratic 
values. . .** The latest packet 
was sent to The Bulletin in a 
plain manila envelope with a 
New York postmark. 

The Commission to Investi- 
gate the FBI said the files 
were being studied to deter- 
mine: 

—“The nature and extent of 
surveillance and intimidation 
carried on by this office.” 

—“How much of the FBI’s 
efforts are spent on relatively 
minor crimes by the poor in- 
stead of ;... such crimes as 
war profiteering, monopolistic 
practices, institutional rac- 
ism, organized crimes and 
distribution of lethal drugs.” 

— 1 'The extent of illegal 
practices by the FBI, such as 
eavesdropping and the use of 
provocateurs r.rul informers.*’ 
Memorandum to Hoover 

Jamieson would not- com- 
ment on the documents. 
Among the documents was 
a Dec. 2, 1970, memorandum 
to Director, FBI (J. Edgar 
Hoover) on the investigation 
of black student groups at Phil- 
adelohia area colleges. ^ 

FBI sources were asked to 
investigate the leadership and

aims of black student unions 
at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Temple University, 
Swarthmo.o Colic .,. Du. \ ;- 
son College, Franklin & Mar- 
shall College, Buckncll Uni- 
versity, Montgomery County 
Community College, West 
Chester State College, PMC 
Colleges, Villanova Univer- 
sity and the Ogontz branch of 
Penn State University. 

A Sept. 24, 1970, memo- 
randum on a meeting of the 
Philadelphia Labor Movement 
reported persons “were sit- 



ting around discussing the 
Black Panther Party Confer- 
ence and smoking mari- 
juana.” 

The report said “hippie-like 
individuals were observed and 
it would appear the house is 
operated as a commune.** 

Key Word is Control 

The documents noted that 
the FBI has had a problem 
with informants in the New 
Left who became overly en- 
thusiastic. Said a Sept. 9, 
1 97 0, memorandum from 
Jamieson: 

... There have been a few 



instances where security in- 
formants in the New Left got 
carried away during a demon- 
stration, assaulted police, etc. 
The key word in informants Is 
‘control.* . . . 

“They (continued Jamie- 
son) should not be the person 
who carries the gun, throws 
the bomb, does the robbery or 
by some specific, violative, 
overt act becomes a deeply 
involved participant. This is a 
judgment area and any ac- 
tions which border on it 
should be discussed.**

Stolen Memo Tells of Call to FBI 
About Absence of Villanova Teaches *

The day after a bomb ex- 
ploded in the U. S. Capitol 
last March 1, Brother Pat- 
rick, a 70-year-old Augustin- 
ian of Villanova Monastery, 
called the Philadelphia office 
of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 

Brother Patrick reported 
that a monastery car had 
been signed out to Father 
Thomas Casey, an instructor 
and hall rector at Villanova 
University, for the entire 
weekend prior to the bomb- 
ing. 

Memorandum Stolen 

Furthermore, Brother Pat- 
rick told the FBI, Father 
Casey is a sympathizer of the 
Berrigan brothers, Daniel and 
Philip, the two priests who 
have been in the forefront of 
the peace movement among 
Catholic priests and nuns. 

An FBI memorandum of this 
conversation wap placed in 
the files of the Media office 
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of the FBI. When that office 
was burglarized on March. 

8 by a group calling itself the 
“Citizens Commission to In- 
vestigate the FBI,” the memo- 
randum was taken. 

The memorandum t said 
Brother Patrick indicated in 
his call to the FBI that he 
might have some “informa- 
tion pertinent” to the bomb- 
.ing. 

Yesterday a copy of the 
memorandum was mailed to 
The Bulletin, along with other 
documents from the files. 

Brother Patrick, in an inter- 
view, acknowledged that he 
had made the call to the FBI. 
*A Little Warning* 

Some of the young priests 
on the Villanova campus, 
Brother Patrick said he 
thought, “could probably use 
a little warning from the FBI 
before they got involved in i 
anything like this . . . just to 
find out if they might get in- 
volved, and stop it before any- 
thing happens.** 

Looking across to the statue 



of the Virgin Mary, Brother 
Patrick said that he thought 
talking to the FBI would be 
“the same as confession, that 
it would be a secret.** 

Brother Patrick said he 
didn’t even think Father 
Casey had anything to do with 
the bombing, “but he is one of 
these young priests.** 

“I thought I could maybe 
prevent him from getting in- 
volved in things like this . . . 
maybe the FBI would talk to 
him if I just gave them a 
hint.’* 

Father Thomas, Casey, who 
teaches moral theology and 
science and religion courses 
at Villanova, was told of the 
memo on Saturday by a tele- 
phone caller who said he rep- 
resented the Citizens Commis- 
sion to Investigate the FBI. 

“At first I was shocked, not 
fearful, but totally amazed,” 
he explained to a visitor yes 
terday while waiting for a 
class to begin.

*CI Recruiting 

The FBI directive of Feb. 
8, 1968 called for PCI’s (Civil- 
an Informants) to be re- 
ruited in .the Philadelphia 
hettoes from ex-servicemen, 
mployes of taverns, liquor 
tores, pawn shops, and from 
axi drivers and salesmen. 
Contact must be made every 
,vo weeks,” said the FBI' 
rder. 

The memorandum from Jam- 
eson said, in part: "Wheth- 
r or not a riot does occur, 
ic Bureau holds us respon- 
ible to keep the Bureau, the 
Justice) Department, and 
ic White House advised in 
dvancc of every demonstra- 
on . . . This type of informa- 
on can only come from a 
idespread grass-works nct- 
ork of sources . . ." 

The Bureau listed three 
*pes of racial informants 
ider classification "170": (1) 
embers of "white hate 
*oups;" (2) Members of 
ack nationalist and black 
'volutionary groups; and (3) 
acial informants in the 
letto. 

Black Areas 

The directive broke down 
uladelphia’s black commu- 
ty into three areas: South 
outh Street); West (Lancas- 
r ave., 52d st., 60th st., Man- 
a and Powelton Village);

Six places were listed where 
ghetto informants might be 
sent, including the Church of 
the Advocate, 18th and Dia- 
mond, and the officers of SCLC 
(Southern Christian Lead- 
ership Conference) and CORE 
(Congress of Racial Equality) 
Three Afro-American book 
stores were also listed. 

Among individuals the. FBI 
brought to the attention of its 
ghetto informants were Wal- 
ter Palmer, identified as a 
leader of the Philadelphia 
Black Peoples Unity Move- 
ment; Stanley Branche, 
George ("Freedom George") 
Brower, Lonney I^rank Ander- 
son, George Edward Ander- 
son, all listed with The Black 
Coalition; William Mathis of 
CORE; Walter Hutchins, 
David Richardson and Arthur 
Sanders of the Black House; 
James Lester, Ghetto Train- 
ing Center; Maxwell Stanford, 
identified with RAM; and Wil- 
liam Davis, publisher of "The 
Black Ghetto" newsletter. - ’ ’ 
The Bureau named eight 
bars and taprooms where 
militant blacks might be lo- 
cated. It also asked names of 
Negro informants "who are 
planning to enter college this 
fall and would be in a position 
to infiltrate black power 
groups on campus." .. . 

Foreign Takeovers 
The Aug. 12, 1968 memo- 
randum asked for reports on 
"efforts by foreign powers to 
take over the Negro militant 
movement . . . whether this 
be from African nations in the 
form of Pan-Africanism, fro/n * 
the Soviet or Chinese Commu- • 
nist bloc nations, or other na- 
tions." 

The Citizen’s Commission -to 
Investigate the FBI said the 
files had been removed from 
the Media office because "we 
believe the FBI has betrayed 
its democratic trust." In a let- 
ter the Committee said: "We 
know full well the legal jeop- 
ardy in which we place ^our- 
selves.”. 

Several other packets of sto- 
len FBI records are rumored 
to be in the committee's pos-
